Week  of  Welcoming  for  Freshmen  and  Transfer  Students 

Experiences  of  a  "Refsnart"  Leader

VENI,  SANCTE  SPIRITUS

Students  and  faculty  came  together 
in  spiritual  celebration  for  the  Mass  of 

the  Holy  Spirit  on  September  15  at  St. 
John's  Church. 

TTie  prelude  Veni,  Sancte  Spiritus, 
Latin  for  "come,  Holy  Spirit"  set  the 
mood  for  the  Mass,  as  the  choir  chanted 
the  rhythmic  "Veni,  Sancte  Spiritus" 
while  a  soloist  asked  for  the  presence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  . 

Creighton  President,  Michael 
Morrison,  S.J.  opened  the  ceremony 
saying,  "We  come  together  to  dedicate 
our  year  of  worth  to  the  service  of  God."

In  regards  to  life  as  a  scholar,  Fr. 
Weiss  urged  those  present  to  "Know 
that  wisdom  is  in  Jesus  Christ  and  let  the 
knowledge  lead  us  deeper  to  ourselves. 

"Gifts  and  talents  are  God-given 
and  can  be  handed  over  to  the  power  of 
God's  spirit,"  Fr.  Weiss  stated.  Stressing 
the  importance  of  using  our  talents  to 
benefit  others,  he  added,  "By  ser\'ing 
others,  we  will  discover  within  ourselves 
the  ver>'  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Finally,  Weiss  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  attaining  a  life  of  faith.  "Com- 
ing together  as  women  and  men  to  hear 
the  word  of  God  will  touch  our  hearts 
and  change  our  hearts.  Thiere  the  Spirit 
will  guide  us  to  fulfillment  of  truth."

promoting  the  Ignatian  ideals  of  love, 
fidelity,  and  family  values  in  their  mar- 
riage and  professional  lives. 

The  mass  of  the  Holy  Spirit  dedi- 
cated the  1993-94  school  year  and 
brought  a  spiritual  uplifting  to  all  those 
in  attendance.

The 
Bluejays  were  able  to  finish  second  at 
the  University  of  Missouri-Kansas  City 
Invitational,  including  a  third  place  fin- 
ish for  sophomore  Sean  Lewis.     The 
unity  of  the  team  allowed  all  nine  mem- 
bers to  finish  in  under  thirty  minutes  at 
the  eight-kilometer  Southwest  Missouri 
State  University  Invitational  on  Octo- 
ber 2.    Also,  junior  David  Phipps  was 
named  to  first  team  academic  all-con- 
ference, while  sophomores  Jon  Dale  and 
Sean  Lewis  were  honorable  mentions. 
The  women's  team  had  a  strong 
nucleus  of  six  returning  members.   To 
round  out  the  squad,  there  were  two 
recruits  and  two  walk-ons.  Despite  many 
injuries  which  hampered  the  team,  the 
women  went  on  to  claim  their  first-ever 
All-Division  1  meet  championship  at 
the  University  of  Missouri-Kansas  City 
Invitational.  Nikki  Novotney  won  the 


meet  and  set  a  course  record  in  19  min- 
utes and  one  second.  The  women  con- 
tinued to  run  strongly  throughout  the 
season,  setting  four  new  five  kilometer 
top  ten  records  this  season.  Topping  the 
records  was  Novotney's  new  school 
record  of  18  minutes  and  56  seconds  at 
the  Drake  Invitational.

C'er  the  course  of  four  years,  student 


athletic  trainers  must  complete  a  mini- 
mum of  1500  hours  of  work  in  the  field 
of  athletic  training  in  order  to  he  eli- 
gible to  take  the  National  Athletic 
Trainers  Association  certification  exam 
upon  graduation.  Students  are  alsc:)  re- 
quired to  take  a  variety  of  courses  and 
complete  an  internship  which  places 
them  in  other  similar  settings.  Students 
learn  many  skills  including  first  aid, 
taping  and  wrapping  techniques,  evalu- 
ation of  injuries  and  rehabilitation  pro- 
tocols. 

The  program  is  currently  in  its  fourth 
year  of  existence  under  the  direction  of 
head  athletic  trainer  Steve  Brace.  He, 
along  with  assistant  trainer  Melinda 


Corbett  and  graduate  assistant  trainer 
Brad  Trower,  provide  supervision  and 
guidance  to  the  student  athletic  train- 
ers. Each  brings  a  wide  variety  of  knowl- 
edge and  experience  to  the  program  and 
are  valuable  resources  for  the  students. 
This  year  the  program  will  graduate  its 
first  group  of  seniors.  They  are:  Cathy 
Baumgartner,  Chris  DeMarco,  Aaron 
Leu  and  Stacy  Wepfer. 

The  program  is  challenging  and  of- 
ten rewarding.  The  student  athletic 
trainers  all  agree  that  seeing  an  athlete 
back  on  the  field  after  an  injury  and 
knowing  you  had  something  to  do  with 
their  return  is  a  great  feeling  that  makes 
all  the  hard  work  worthwhile.

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Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin 
dissolved  parliament  in  an 
unprecedented  move  in  late 
September  and  announced  new 
elections  in  a  bold  move  to  end 
his  long-running  feud  with  hard- 
liners. 

Rev.  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide 
anxiously  awaits  the  day  he  can 
return  to  Haiti  to  reign  as  its  first 
democratically  elected  leader. 

War  in  Bosnia  raged  after  its 
Parliament  rejected  U.N.  peace- 
keeping efforts.  Tens  of 
thousands  of  people  have  been 
killed  in  the  conflict  and  more 
than  a  million  have  been  left 
homeless. 
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Pupe  John  Paul  II  visited  the 
United  States  for  the  third  time 
since  becoming  pope  1 5  years 
ago.  The  73-year-oId  pontiff 
attended  World  Youth  Day,  a 
week-long  pilgrimage  that 
brought  nearly  200,000  youths 
from  around  the  world  to  Denver, 
Colorado. 

Mohamed  Farrah  Aidid,  the 
feared  warlord  in  the  devastated 
country  of  Somalia,  eluded 
United  Nations  military  forces  for 
months.  The  U.S.  led  multina- 
tional force  arrived  to  help  feed 
starving  population  and  bring 
peace  to  a  country  that  was  run 
by  warlords.  More  than  350,000 
Somalis  died  from  the  fighting 
and  famine. 

President  Clinton  witnessed  the 
historic  signing  of  the  Mideast 
accord  between  Israel  and  the 
Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
in  September..   Israel's  Prime 
Minister,  Yitzhak  Rabin,  and 
PLO  Chairman,  Yasser  Arafat, 
shake  hands  after  the  signing.

popular  vote  in  Russia,  stands  in  stern  opposition  to 
Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin,  and  even  U.S.  President 
Bill  Clinton.  He  says  that  he  believes  the  Baltic  States  and 
Alaska  will  be  taken  back  into  the  Russian  Domain. 

•  NATO  partially  opened  its  doors  to  many  of  the  former 

eastern  block  nations,  giving  them  associate  membership 
and  entering  joint  military  training  with  them.  They  had 
wanted  full  membership,  so  that  in  the  event  of  an  attack 
against  them,  NATO  would  be  required  to  intervene. 
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Pearl  Jam,  the  purveyor  of  grunge, 
which  is  an  unadorned  grinding 
rock  sound  fashioned  by  the 
Seattle-based  bands,  swept  the 
10th  annual  Video  Music  Awards 
with  four  awards  for  "Jeremy." 
The  group's  first  release,  Ten,  hit 
the  charts  and  went  triple 
platinum. 

The  Toronto  Blue  Jays  won  the 
1993  World  Series  with  a  three 
run  homer  from  Joe  Carter,   it 
was  only  the  second  time  a  World 
Series  was  won  on  a  home  run, 
and  the  second  straight 
championship  for  the  Blue  Jays. 

Tina  Turner's  lite  and  career  were 
highlighted  in  the  summer  movie 
hit.  What's  Love  Cot  to  Do 
With  It.  Along  with  the  movie, 
she  topped  the  charts  with  "1 
Don't  Want  to  Fight  Anymore 
(Time  tor  Letting  Go)." 

Michael  Jackson  dodged  child 
molestation  charges.   Despite  the 
delicate  nature  of  the  allegations, 
the  "King  of  Pop"  continued  to 
thrill  hordes  of  fans  around  the 
world. 

The  1991  release  by  the  Spin 
Doctors  entitled  Pocket  Full  of 
Kryptonite  simmered  as  a  cult  hit 
for  almost  a  year  before  taking  off 
toward  multi-platinum  status.

Harding,  Kerrigan's  chief  American  competitor. 
Both  skated  in  the  1994  LiUehammer,  Norway 
Olympics  in  mid-February,  with  Kerrigan  taking  a 
Silver  Medal.  Harding  finished  eighth.
